So
eloquent did they crow and so convinced
were they of the righteousness of their

Proposed Railway From Prospect
Hill to Baden and Spanish Lake.

Because) of failure to secure desired Ac-

commodation from the Burlington Hallway
the St. Louis Portland Cement Company
and tho Federal Roofing Tile Company
have decided to construct an electric rail-
way, running from Baden to their plants
at Proepect Hill nnd from there to Span-
ish Lake.

The two companies employ more than
fiftj men, the majority of whom live In St.
Louis. They have always found It ex-
ceedingly difficult to get to work, owing to
limited steam railway accommodatlo l.
The steam railway companies have been
appealed to In vain and. It Is said. that, asa last recourse, the companies will build
the road and will also extend It to Spanish
Lake at the request of people living Inthat vicinity. It will run over a privateright of way.

Charged With Neglect of Duty in
Democratic Primary.

John G. ilohr, a patrolman who was in-

dicted by the April Grand Jury on a
charge of neglect of duty In the Demo-
cratic primary election, was placed on
trial yesterday In the Court of Criminal
Correction.
